Tour Madison Landfills

Three gov ernment operated landfills 
in Madison Cou nty were tou red 
Thu rsday by Mrs. Linda Stev enson, 
chairman of a special select com­ 
mittee charged with finding a solu tion 
to the disposal of solid waste in the 
cou nty . 
The tou r, arranged by the Pick away 
Cou nty Health Department, was 
aimed at showing how adjacent areas 
hav e su ccessfu lly tack led what is 
becoming a major problem across the 
nation. 
The biggest of the three landfills is 
owned and operated by the City of 
London, ex pressly for its 7 ,000 
residents, as are water su pplies and 
sewage disposal. Howev er, the du mp 
is open to any one in the cou nty at a 
higher cost. 
The landfill is located on a 28 3-acre 
farm which was pu rchased abou t eight 
y ears ago by London City Cou ncil for 
recreation land. It is located within the 


corporate bou ndaries of the city , 
althou gh the main operation is carried 
ou t in a 10-acre tract in the heart of the 
property . 
Between fiv e and 10 acres of land has 
been u sed for the trench-ty pe landfill 
in the eight y ears, according to 
Madison Cou nty Sanitarian Tom 
Alex ander. 
City employ es, u sing city -owned 
eq u ipment, collect gargage once a 
week from residents and once a day 
from bu sinesses and indu stry . An 
operator u ses a special implement to 
compact the garbage at the landfill, 
and cov ers it with dirt after each load. 
The landfill is open 5^ day s a week . 
The 
city 
has 
already 
begu n 
reclaiming portions of the landfill that 
are filled to capacity . After the final 
lay er of dirt is applied, the land is 
disced and seeded. 
It can then be u sed, Alex ander said, 
for farming, recreation, or the con­ 
stru ction of one-story bu ildings. 
The farm land also serv es as the city 


serv ice departm ent storage and 
maintenance area. There are two 
fenced baseball fields near the landfill, 
and the remainder of the land is 
contracted for farming to bring ad­ 
ditional fu nds into the city treasu ry . 
Two other landfills in the cou nty are 
owned by township tru stees. 
One, located abou t three miles from 
the Ix >ndon city limits, is owned by 
three townships. 
Residents 
within 
the 
owning 
townships can dispose of their solid 
waste free of charge one day a month 
du ring winter months and twice a 
month in warmer weather. 
The landfill also accepts garbage 
from non-residents. 
The other, abou t 10 miles from town, 
is owned by two townships ex pressly 
for u se by residents. It is bu ilt on the 
site of an abandoned q u arry . 
Priv ate contractors perform the 
cov ering and compacting work for the 
townships at both landfills, Alex ander 
said.

The new ru les, promu lgated by the 
Federal Trade Commission six months 
ago, mak e creditors ju st as liable for 
cu stomer satisfaction as the original 
seller. 
Under "holder-in-du e-cou rse,” a 
consu mer who sou ght to withhold 
pay ment for u nsatisfactory goods or 
serv ices was not able to do so if he or 
she owed the money to a creditor 
rather than the original seller. 
"Many creditors are participants in 
the ... practice (and) it is u nfair and 
deceptiv e,” the FTC said in issu ing the 
new ru les last Nov ember. The new 
FTC regu lations seek to remedy that 
situ ation. 
If the new car y ou bou ght today 
break s down tomorrow, y ou can now 
stop pay ment to the bank or credit 
agency which ex tended the loan for the 
car.

Michigan’s k ey presidential primary , 
say ing that America’s problems cross 
party lines and so shou ld the v oters. 
It cou ld be an important factor in his 
challenge in President Ford’s home 
state, where Jimmy Carter and Morris 
Udall are wooing those same v oters as 
they sq u are-off nex t Tu esday in the 
Democratic primary . 
Ford today was embark ing on a 
campaign jou rney to Johnson City and 
Memphis, Tenn., Lou isv ille, Ky ., and 
Michigan, where he begins his whistle- 
stop train tou r throu gh the state on 
Satu rday . 
Carter today is meeting AFLCIO 
President George Meany for the first 
time — a session that cou ld be the k ey 
to winning enthu siastic su pport from 
organized labor if he captu res the 
Democratic nomination. 
Both Ford and Reagan hope a v ic­ 
tory in Michigan will send their 
campaign on the road to v ictory at the 


GOP conv ention. Carter wants a 
v ictory to consolidate his position as 
Democratic front-ru nner following this 
week ’s loss in Nebrask a and to sty mie 
Udall’s bid. 
“We hav e to win a state lik e 
Michigan,” Ford has said. Most ob­ 
serv ers agree that a loss to Reagan in 
his home state cou ld cripple Ford’s 
campaign effort. 
Fou r of Reagan’s v ictories ov er 
Ford hav e come in states that do not 
register v oters by party and — lik e 
Michigan — permit v oters to choose 
candidates from either party du ring 
primary election balloting. 
The President, too, has inv ited 
Democratic v oters to cast Repu blican 
ballots for his cau se. Bu t the odds are 
that Democrats who choose to v ote 
Repu blican in Michigan will do more 
for Reagan than for Ford.

His 
effort is bu ilt arou nd personal ap­ 
pearances and $50,000 worth of 
week end telev ision broadcasts. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
R-Ariz., demanded that the Ford 
campaign stop u sing tapes of Gold­ 
water criticizing Reagan’s position*on 
the Panama Canal, it was learned. The 
Ford campaign complied. 
Goldwater told a news conference 10

Seek Compromise 
To Save Medicaid 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Budget 
Director William W. Wilkins has called 
for lower benefit levels and a supple­ 
mental appropriation to avert a crisis 
in the Public Welfare Department’s 
Medicaid program. 
“ I am suggesting that some cuts 
should be made in Medicaid programs, 
but far less severe than the cuts 
proposed by the Public Welfare 
Department,” Wilkins said Thursday. 
The agency’s plan to temporarily 
stop all state reimbursements for 
some Medicaid programs was over­ 
turned earlier this week by a federal 
court order. But the department con­ 
tends it has literally run out of money 
to continue payments to health care 
providers.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If the new 
car you just bought is a lemon, federal 
regulations that take effect today 
mean you may not have to pay off the 
bank or loan company that financed it. 
The regulations end the 200-year rule 
of a marketplace philosophy known as 
“ holder-in-due-course,” which forced 
consumers to pay for products bought 
on credit even if the products were not 
delivered or broke down. 
The new rules, promulgated by the 
Federal Trade Commission six months 
ago, make creditors just as liable for 
customer satisfaction as the original 
seller. 
Under “ holder-in-due-course,” a 
consumer who sought to withhold 
payment tor unsatisfactory goods or 
services was not able to do so if he or 
she owed the money to a creditor 
rather than the original seller. 
“ Many creditors are participants in 
the ... practice (and) it is unfair and 
deceptive,” the FTC said in issuing the 
new rules last November. The new 
FTC regulations seek to remedy that 
situation. 
If the new car you bought today 
breaks down tomorrow, you can now 
stop payment to the bank or credit 
agency which extended the loan for the 
car. 
The rules allow the consumer to stop 
payment and demand a refund of 
previous installments in cases where 
he can reasonably demonstrate that 
the purchase was never delivered, was 
dam aged 
or 
was 
fraudulently 
represented in the sale. Courts remain 
the final arbiter. 
FTC spokesmen have said the new 
rules do not mean that a buyer cannot 
be sued for the unpaid balance of a bill, 
but that it gives a consumer a strong 
defense if the evidence shows the

Reagan Seeks Crossover Votes In Michigan

Ronald Reagan is playing for the 
Democratic 
crossover 
vote 
in 
Michigan’s key presidential primary, 
saying that America’s problems cross 
party lines and so should the voters. 
It could be an important factor in his 
challenge in President Ford’s home 
state, where Jimmy Carter and Morris 
Udall are wooing those same voters as 
they square-off next Tuesday in the 
Democratic primary. 
Ford today was embarking on a 
campaign journey to Johnson City and 
Memphis, Tenn., Louisville, Ky., and 
Michigan, where he begins his whistle- 
stop train tour through the state on 
Saturday. 
Carter today is meeting AFLCIO 
President George Meany for the first 
time — a session that could be the key 
to winning enthusiastic support from 
organized labor if he captures the 
Democratic nomination. 
Both Ford and Reagan hope a vic­ 
tory in Michigan will send their 
campaign on the road to victory at the 


GOP convention. Carter wants a 
victory to consolidate his position as 
Democratic front-runner following this 
week’s loss rn Nebraska and to stymie 
Udall’s bid. 
“ We have to win a state like 
Michigan,” Ford has said. Most ob­ 
servers agree that a loss to Reagan in 
his home state could cripple Ford’s 
campaign effort. 
Four of Reagan’s victories over 
Ford have come in states that do not 
register voters by party and — like 
Michigan — permit voters to choose 
candidates from either party during 
primary election balloting. 
The President, too, has invited 
Democratic voters to cast Republican 
ballots for his cause. But the odds are 
that Democrats who choose to vote 
Republican in Michigan will do more 
for Reagan than for Ford. “ I don’t 
think it will hurt us,” Reagan said in 
Battle Creek Thursday. 
Reagan and Ford seek the votes of 
past supporters of Alabama Gov. 
George 
C. 
W allace, 
who 
won 
Michigan’s Democratic primary in 


1972 but has been all but eliminated as 
a factor in the 1976 campaign. 
Reagan campaigned today in Flint 
and Detroit, winding up his 25-hour 
mission in Ford’s home state. His 
effort is built around personal ap­ 
pearances and $50,000 worth of 
weekend television broadcasts. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Barry Coldwater, 
R-Ariz., demanded that the Ford 
campaign stop using tapes of Cold­ 
water criticizing Reagan’s positiomon 
the Panama Canal, it was learned. The 
Ford campaign complied. 
Coldwater told a news conference IO 
days ago that Reagan's statements 
opposing the administration's Panama 
Canal 
negotiations 
“ reflect 
a 
suprisingly dangerous state of mind.” 
Tapes of the news conference were 
broadcast on 
Ford’s behalf 
in 
Nebraska, where Reagan defeated 
Ford last Tuesday. 
Besides his meeting with Meany, 
Carter was scheduled to be back in 
Maryland today, along with California 
Gov. Edmund “ Jerry” Brown Jr., his 
chief opponent in Tuesday’s Maryland 


Democratic primary. 
For the most part, 
Brown on 
Thursday found receptive ears for his 
platform of full employment, con­ 
servation of natural resources and 
“ planetary realism” in the nation’s 
foreign policy. 
Brown announced that he’ll stage a 
write-in effort in Oregon’s May 25th 
primary. He had previously planned 
campaigns in California and Nevada 
as well as Maryland. 
The 
late-starting 
presidential 
hopeful was buoyed by results of a 
Baltimore Sun poll published Thur­ 
sday showing him trailing Carter by I 
percentage point among registered 
Maryland Democrats. 
“ If I can virtually move into the lead 
in Maryland in two weeks, why can’t I 
take the lead nationwide in two 
months,” Brown said. 
In other Thursday politicking: 
—The Washington Post said its 
national voter survey shows Carter 
with a large lead over both Ford and 
Reagan. The newspaper said today 
that its interviewers discovered Carter

Matched against Carter, 
both 
Republicans showed support from 
about one-third of the respondents, the 
Post said. 
—A telephone poll by Udall’s staff 
showed Carter leads Udall by a 2-1 
margin in Michigan.

Wisconsin, where polls showed Carter 
with a 2-1 margin that we were able to 
cut.” Udall came in a close second in 
Wisconsin. 
—Wallace, declaring he still is “ a 
viable candidate,” said in Louisville 
that he’s glad crossover voting isn’t 
allowed in Kentucky because “this will 
keep voters from crossing over and 
voting for Ronald Reagan.” 
He told Kentucky audiences he was 
second in the number of popular votes 
he has received and said the media has 
ignored that fact.

Com mittee To Probe JFK Slaying 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The CIA and 
FBI lied to the Warren Commission 
abou t the assassination of President 
Kennedy , a 
Senate intellig ence 
committee member said today . The 
senator also su g g ested “we pu rsu e 
some hot leads” to answer for certain 
who killed Kennedy . 
Sen. Richard Schweiker, RPa., a 
member of the panel's su bcommittee 
inv estig ating the assassination, said 
“there is no qu estion in my mind” that 
the two intellig ence ag encies lied to the 
commission which condu cted the 
g ov ernment’s first, massiv e probe of 
Kennedy ’s death. 
Schweiker said he has fou nd no new 
ev idence abou t who killed Kennedy bu t 
declared: “If we pu rsu e some hot 
leads, we may well answer that qu es­ 
tion.” Schweiker refu sed to elaborate 
on what he meant by “hot leads.” 
Schweiker made his statements on 
the CBS-TV “Morning News.” 
He said the su bcommittee has 
tu rned u p “sig nificant new material 
abou t defects and deficiencies in the 
inv estig ation” of the assassination, 
noting — as he has before — the CIA’s 
failu re to inform the Warren Com­ 
mission of its schemes ag ainst Cu ba's 
Fidel Castro and the FBI’s destru ction 
of a note by Lee Harv ey Oswald, whom 
the commission named as Kennedy ’s 
sole assassin. 
Schweiker and Sen. Gary Hart, D- 


Colo., are the only members of the 
su bcommittee, which inv estig ated the 
“performance or non-performance” of 
the intellig ence ag encies du ring the 
initial probe of the assasination. Hart 
has said he has seen no ev idence to 
discredit the Warren Commission’s re­ 
port that Oswald acted alone in killing 
Kennedy . 


Bu t Schweiker said today he 
disag rees. He said the deficiencies in 
the orig inal inv estig ation inv alidate 
the Warren Commission’s conclu sion. 
Schweiker said he believ es the key to 
Kennedy ’s slay ing lies in Oswald’s 
relationships with both pro and anti- 
Castro factions. 
Schweiker 
said some of the 
deficiences by the CIA and FBI were 
“deliberate.” 


Schweicker and Hart are ex pected to 
deliv er a written report to the in­ 
tellig ence committee by the end of the 
month.

Sen. Frank Moss, D-Utah, had 
warned when the Senate approv ed its 
spending ceiling on Wednesday that if 
Ford tries to cu t the cong ressional 
bu dg et fig u re by v eto it wou ld mean “a 
long su mmer of fu tile confrontation 
between Cong ress and the White 
Hou se.” 
Democratic leaders say Cong ress’

Com m ittee To Probe JFK Slaying 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The a A and 
FB I lied to the Warren Commission 
about the assassination of President 
Kennedy, a Senate intelligence 
committee member said today. The 
senator also suggested ‘"we pursue 
some hot leads” to answer for certain 
who killed Kennedy. 
Sen. Richard Schweiker, RPa., a 
member of the panel’s subcommittee 
investigating the assassination, said 
‘‘there is no question in my mind” that 
the two intelligence agencies lied to the 
commission which conducted the 
government’s first, massive probe of 
Kennedy’s death. 
Schweiker said he has found no new 
evidence about who killed Kennedy but 
declared: “ If we pursue some hot 
leads, we may well answer that ques­ 
tion.” Schweiker refused to elaborate 
on what he meant by “ hot leads.” 
Schweiker made his statements on 
the CBS-TV “ Morning News.” 
He said the subcommittee has 
turned up “ significant new material 
about defects and deficiencies in the 
investigation” of the assassination, 
noting — as he has before — the CIA’s 
failure to inform the Warren Com­ 
mission of its schemes against Cuba's 
Fidel Castro and the F B I’s destruction 
of a note by Lee Harvey Oswald, whom 
the commission named as Kennedy’s 
sole assassin. 
Schweiker and Sen. Gary Hart, D- 


Colo., are the only members of the 
subcommittee, which investigated the 
“ performance or non-performance” of 
the intelligence agencies during the 
initial probe of the assasination. Hart 
has said he has seen no evidence to 
discredit the Warren Commission’s re­ 
port that Oswald acted alone in killing 
Kennedy. 


But Schweiker said today he 
disagrees. He said the deficiencies in 
the original investigation invalidate 
the Warren Commission’s conclusion. 
Schweiker said he believes the key to 
Kennedy's slaying lies in Oswald’s 
relationships with both pro and anti- 
Castro factions. 
Schweiker 
said some of the 
deficiences by the CIA and FB I were 
“deliberate.” 


Schweicker and Hart are expected to 
deliver a written report to the in­ 
telligence committee by the end of the 
month. The full committee must ap­ 
prove the report before it is made 
public. 
The question of why Oswald killed 
Kennedy on Nov. 22, 1963, in Dallas, 
Tex., will be one of the first questions 
to face a proposed new Senate com­ 
mittee that would watch over the 
workings of U.S. intelligence agencies. 
Hie Senate intelligence committee 
voted Thursday to recommend that the 
proposed new permanent, panel 


conduct an investigation into the never 
officially-answered question. 
Creation of the new, permanent 
committee itself remains in doubt. 
A compromise measure to create the 
new panel ran into some unexpected 
trouble Thursday when members of 
the Armed Services Committee, which 
currently monitors the CIA and other 
spy agencies, raised the possibility of a 
filibuster. 
Majority Leader Mike Mansfield 
immediately filed a petition to invoke 
the Senate’s debate-ending cloture 
rule.

Battle Royal Seen 
Over Budget Ceiling 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Ford and Congress apparently will 
spend the summer at each other’s 
throats in what could be an historic 
confrontation over the federal budget. 
Acting 
under 
a 
new 
budget 
procedure, Congress has for the first 
time approved its own federal budget. 
In the past, Congress has worked on a 
budget submitted by the president. 
Under the new procedures, Congress 
has approved its own spending ceiling 
of $413.3 billion for fiscal 1977. 
But Ford said Thursday he is 
determined that it will be his budget of 
$395.8 billion that w ill regulate 
government spending and not the 
congressional budget. 
“The Congress should be on notice 
that it is my intention to hold federal 
spending to the lower lim it I 
proposed,” Ford announced after the 
House gave Congress’ budget ceiling 
final approval on Thursday. “ I will not 
be a willing partner to the risk of 
another round of double-digit in­ 
flation.” 
Sen. Frank Moss, D-Utah, had 
warned when the Senate approved its 
spending ceiling on Wednesday that if 
Ford tries to cut the congressional 
budget figure by veto it would mean “ a 
long summer of futile confrontation 
between Congress and the White 
House.” 
Democratic leaders say Congress’ 
higher spending is the way to keep the 
nation’s economic recovery going, 
largely by creating an extra one mil­ 
lion jobs and continuing Congress’ $17 
billion tax cut through 1977, rather 


than granting a $28 million tax cut 
Ford proposed. 
Democrats, including House Budget 
Committee Chairman Brock Adams, 
D-Wash., contend it is Congress’ tax 
cut and extra money for federally 
aided jobs that have started economic 
recovery, not Ford’s efforts to cut 
federal spending. 


The $413.3-billion congressional 
budget ceiling envisions a $50.8 billion 
deficit compared to Ford’s $44.6 
billion. 
The essential differences in Ford’s 
and Congress’ budget approaches to 
economic recovery rest on taxes and 
jobs. 


Congress’ $17 billion tax cut is 
focused on low-and middleincome 
Americans and assumes they will 
spend the money and stimulate the 
economy. Congress also wants to 
spend some $6 billion to create a mil­ 
lion new federally aided jobs. 
Congress’ economists say that will 
cut unemployment to 6 per cent by the 
end of 1977, compared to 7 per cent 
under Ford’s budget proposal.

The story of Fanny Schulein wasn’t^ 
meant to end. She died five or more* 
years ago in Los Angeles, an obscure 
old lady with a comical German ac­ 
cent. Two weeks ago in Charlotte, 
N.C., a woman stepped out of a crowd 
and handed a small black book to me. 
“ From Fanny,” she said. 
It’s a Hebrew book of prayer. Inside 
the covers are pasted photos of a

bring along a copy of the court order 
stipulating the size and term s of the 
alimony she receives. 
Who 
sa y s 
so? 
The 
American 
Bankers Association, which has just 
completed a statement on some of the 
new cred it conditions introduced 
recen tly because of la w s, social 
pressures, and changes in banker atti­ 
tudes. 
The new conditions, some of them 
relatively minor in themselves, add up 
to a significantly new credit world for 
the 15 million divorced or widowed 
women, a world that many of them still 
might not understand. 
One of the biggest changes is that 
regula r paym ents aw arded to a 
woman in a divorce action can be used 
to dem onstra te creditw orthiness. 
Before last October, most creditors 
automatically discounted its impor­ 
tance. 
A provision in the Equal CYedit 
Opportunity 
Act 
changed 
tha t. 
Creditors now must consider alimony, 
child 
support 
and 
m aintenance 
payments in assessing a woman’s 
ability to effectively handle credit. 
And then, as there is in most matters 
matrimonial, there is the other side of 
the story. 
The woman is liable for debts taken 
on jointly with the husband, whether 
she is divorced or widowed, although 
she is not liable, of course, for debts 
the man took on individually. 
“ If your ex-husband’s bad credit 
history 
damages your 
chances of 
getting credit, you should be prepared 
to present the creditor reasons why 
that should not reflect on your personal 
willingness or ability to pay,” the ABA 
says. 
Perha psf it suggests your husband 
had personal habits that kept your 
family over its head in debt, or maybe 
was laid off or injured and couldn’t 
work. 
“ Proof of this type of situation may 
help convince your creditor that you 
were not responsible for the black 
marks on your credit history,” the 
ABA says, summarizing with this 
interpretation: 
“ Sim ply stated, th en , if your 


husband — as your partner — had a 
good history, you can take advantage 
of it. If he had a poor history, you don’t 
have to take the blame for it.” 
Federal law now makes it illegal for 
creditors to force women to reapply for 
credit, or to impose new conditions on 
existing credit, 
solely 
because 
of 
divorce or the death of a husband. 
Creditors retain the right, however, 
to determine whether the financial 
arrangement with the former husband 
is an oral or written agreement or a 
court order, and to ask how long and 
how regularly payments have been 
received, and how good the ex ’s credit 
is. 


Instead of ignoring part-time in­ 
come, creditors now must consider 
whether it 
m ight be considered 
reliable, but in doing so they may 
question whether this income will 
continue to be received. 
Therefore, says the ABA, a signed 
letter from the employer, verifying the 
long-range stability of the part-time 
employment, may help in obtaining 
credit. 
When a woman applies for credit on 
her own she can capitalize on the 
credit history of accounts carried in 
her ex-husband’s name, if she also 
used those accounts. 
It is also to the woman's benefit if 
she cosigned with her husband for a 
mortgage, ca r loan or personal loan, 
and these were paid off properly ac­ 
cording to the loan agreem ent, the 
ABA says, adding: 


“ It even counts in your favor if you 
can show — through check records — 
that you managed the family finances 
and were responsible for seeing that 
installment loans and credit bills were 
paid off, even though your name was 
not on the loan.” 
But the law says lenders can ask a 
woman to file a new credit application 
if the ability to pay seem s seriously 
affected by the new status, the ABA 
says. And because of lower income, the 
woman might have to offer collateral. 
Significant also is that creditors no 
longer can ask a woman to obtain a 
cosigner on a loan that a m arried man 
or bachelor with the sam e credit 
record would obtain without an addi­ 
tional signature.

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panded behind thick lenses. There was 
a wart on her chin. The hair was 
mousy and straight. The lips seemed to 
be in motion even when they were 
closed. 
The German accent was heavy. 
When she spoke 
fast, it was 
in­ 
decipherable. She had been a screen 
writer in Berlin. The Schuleins owned 
linen shops in Nuremberg. The Nazis 
were after her. 


I asked how the newspaper could 
help. She lowered her head. “ The 
N a z is,” she sa id . Tea rs sta rte d , 
staggered and stopped on her cheeks. 
There was no story. Millions of Jew s 
were fleeing Germany. 
She returned. Again. And again. If I 
was busy, Fanny waited. If not, we 
went to lunch. My wife invited her to 
our house. The women seemed to 
understand each other without much 
conversation. 
She showed us photographs from 
home. They were alike. Her mother 
and her sister Bertha sat on a sm all 
porch. Between them was a sm all 
table. On the cloth was an apple. “ If 
everything iss goot,” Fanny said, “the 
apple is zere. If it iss bad, no apple.” 
Mrs. B. and 1 began to ksk each 
month about the apple. It was there. 
Miss Schulein did not realize it, but she 
was Adolf Hitler’s ideal victim. He 
could devise the deaths of alm ost 6 
million Jew s, and many would be 
gassed quickly, but Fanny would be 
dying for 25 years. 
She died when the bell rang. She died 
every morning at the mailbox. She 
died when she thought of her fa ther’s 
early death. She died with rem orse 
when she thought of how she had fled 
Germany, and left her mother and 
Bertha in Nuremberg. 


No American screen company would 
employ Fanny. She could not think in 
English, and she was too hysterical to 
work in German. When she laughed, 
she laughed too hard. When she cam e 
to our house, she spent most of her 
tim e with our new baby, Virginia Lee. 
Immigration said she had over­ 
stayed her visitor’s permit. Fanny 
didn’t tell me. She would have to go 
back. In the Hotel Edison, she tried to 
jump from a bathroom window. She 
was a heavy woman. She fell back­ 
ward, her shoes still on the window sill. 
The police told me she had “ Mr. and 
Mrs. Jim Bishop” in her purse as next 
of kin. She was in the prison ward at 
Bellevue. I told Dr. Baumann tha t this 
was no suicidal nut. He listened. The 
doctor sent her home. 
Fanny disappeared. She went to 
Detroit, thence to Windsor, Ontario, 
and returned somehow as a legal 
immigrant. I demanded to know why 
she didn’t tell me about the problem. 
My wife asked why I was shouting. 
In September, 1938, a photo arrived 
without the apple. Fanny scream ed. 
She fell and broke her glasses. She 
refused sedation. She was impossible 
to comfort, impossible to understand. 
In November, the telegram arrived: 
Bertha and mother were dead. 
A Nuremberg neighbor wrote that 
the U.S. had permitted them to com mit 
suicide. They had been neat. They 
inventoried every possession; 
they 
wrote suicide notes blaming no one; 
they dressed their best, sat in the 
kitchen and turned on the gas. 


It was then that Fanny Schulein 
bought the black Hebrew prayer book.

There a re a number of possible 
causes of kidney stones. One of the 
prime causes is faulty metabolism 
(breakdown of foods). In people who 
have gout, the uric acid content of the 
blood becom es high and uric acid 
kidney stones may be formed. 
A tiny hormone-producing gland lies 
deep within the thyroid gland. This 
little parathyroid gland controls the 
calcium balance in the body. 
Infections in the kidneys and the 
bladder a re also common causes of 
stone formation. 
The single experience that you have 
had underscores the importance of 
tracking down its cause. 
A complete general examination,

Creditors retain the right, however, 
to determine whether the financial 
arrangement with the former husband 
is an oral or written agreement or a 
court order, and to ask how long and 
how regularly payments have been 
received, and how good the ex’s credit 
is.

Some chronic diseases or chronic 
infections of the lungs, such as em­ 
physema and bronchitis, can also be 
the cause. 
It was once brought to my attention 
that drinking eight glasses of water 
daily resulted in the disappearance of 
bad breath in those people who had no 
other cause for halitosis. This should 
be tried unless your doctor feels that, 
for some reason, this large amount of 
fluid is not good for you.

Issue 5 is one of six proposals on the 
ballot proposed by the Constitutional 
Revision Commission, a group of 
citizens and lawmakers who work to 
update 
Ohio’s 
125-year-old con­ 
stitution. 
It is one of the proposals usually 
referred to as “ housekeeping amend­ 
ments.” Such amendments make no 
major change in Ohio law, and their 
effects would likely never be noticed 
by the average Ohioan. 
But, they do remove excess, obsolete 
or inconsistent language from the 
constitution, making it easier to un­ 
derstand and apply. 
Since Ohio’s constitution can never 


be changed without the people's ap­ 
proval, 
Issue 
5 and the other 
housekeeping amendments must be 
voted upon. That will happen June 8 


issue 5 
would 
repeal 
language 
saying that the governor shall fill by 
appointment vacancies in state offices 
“ other than that of a member of the 
General Assembly or of the governor.” 


Other language provides for filling 
court vacancies. A separate clause 
covers gubernatorial appointments to 
fill vacancies of auditor, treasurer, 
secretary of state or attorney general. 


So, the provision actually applies 
only to the lieutenant governor. But,

CO LUM BUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
vacancy in the office of lieutenant 
governor would not be filled by 
gubernatorial appointment under the 
language of Issue 5, a proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment on Ohio’s June 
8 primary election ballot. 


Issue 5 is one of six proposals on the 
ballot proposed by the Constitutional 
Revision Commission, a group of 
citizens and lawmakers who work to 
update 
Ohio’s 125-year-old con­ 
stitution. 
It is one of the proposals usually 
referred to as “ housekeeping amend­ 
ments.” Such amendments make no 
major change in Ohio law, and their 
effects would likely never be noticed 
by the average Ohioan. 
But, they do remove excess, obsolete 
or inconsistent language from the 
constitution, making it easier to un­ 
derstand and apply. 
Since Ohio’s constitution can never 


be changed without the people’s ap­ 
proval, Issue 5 and the other 
housekeeping amendments must be 
voted upon. That will happen June 8. 


Issue 5 would 
repeal 
language 
saying that the governor shall fill by 
appointment vacancies in state offices 
“ other than that of a member of the 
General Assembly or of the governor.” 


Other language provides for filling 
court vacancies. A separate clause 
covers gubernatorial appointments to 
fill vacancies of auditor, treasurer, 
secretary of state or attorney general. 


So, the provision actually applies 
only to the lieutenant governor. But, 
why wouldn’t the office of lieutenant 
governor be included in the list with 
the auditor, treasurer and the others? 


The CRC said the governor’s 
authority to fill 
the lieutenant 
governor’s vacancy was unclear and 
“ not entirely consistent" with the 


other language. The commission 
added that there was no real reason to 
fill a lieutenant governor’s vacancy 
before the next general election 
The commission decided that the 
inconsistency should be removed. So, 
they proposed the language be 
removed and that the office be allowed 
to remain vacant. 
The proposal also would require that 
municipal and county, township and 
school elective offices shall be "an 
even number of years not exceeding 
four” as may be prescribed by the 
legislature. Constitution language does 
not now specify maximum terms or 
even number of years.

As a pioneer in 
agricultural development in Western 
Ohio, Johnston centered his farm 
operations around fruit and pork

Squire Edmund Pendleton of Virginia. 
Pendleton was the recognized leader 
of Virginia conservatives, yet he 
presided over the convention in 
Williamsburg that replaced more than 
a century and a half of colonial ad­ 
m inistration with total self-gov­ 
ernment. 
And he authored the resolution 
adopted 200 years ago this week which 
ultimately led to the Declaration of 
Independence, the BiU of Rights and 
the Constitution.

PITTSBURGH (A P) - Medical 
authorities have launched a massive 
search for 10,000 persons in the greater 
Pittsburgh area who were exposed to 
possibly cancer-causing radiation 
treatments more than 20 years ago. 
In announcing the search at a news 
conference Wednesday, officials said 
the group covers persons who un­ 
derwent radiation treatments to shrink 
tonsils, adenoids and the thymus 
gland. Most of them would now be 
between 25 and 40 years old. 
“ Out of this 10,000, we can predict 
that about 7 per cent are probably 
harboring a thyroid cancer,” said Dr. 
Robert G. Carroll, assistant professor 
of radiology at the University of Pitt­ 
sburgh. 
Therapeutic irradiation was widely 
accepted between 1930 and 1950 as 
medically safe and effective, Carroll 
said. But recent scientific evidence 
suggests those who received such 
treatment run a higher than normal 
risk of developing thyroid cancer. 
The 10,000 figure represents the 
approximate number of patients 
known to have been treated in 
Allegheny County. 
“ We want to emphasize that thyroid 
cancer is the slowest growing and most 
easily cured cancer,” said Carroll. “ It 
takes between 10 and 30 years to grow 
and the cure rate while it is still in the 
neck is about 95 per cent.” 
Carroll said the treatments under 
question should not be confused with 
diagnostic Xrays, which do not pose 
risks of thyroid abnormality. 
The search was launched by the 100- 
member Hospital Council of Western 
Pennsylvania and the Allegheny 
County Medical Society. For the 
moment, it will center in the county.

that he was nicknamed "Moderation” 
by his critics. Bid it was this staid 
conservative who recognized in­ 
dependence as a necessity just as the 
firebrands of revolution were begin­ 
ning to cool. 
Pendleton was bom on Virginia’s 
frontier in an age of growth and ex­ 
citement, but he had much to over­ 
come. Four months before his birth on 
Sept. 9, 1721, his father died. 
His mother, left with seven children, 
soon married another frontier planter, 
and Edmund grew up at hard farm 
labor. 
While the boy toiled by day, he 
studied by night, although he had only 
two years of formal education. like 
most boys of his class from families 
too large and too poor to support them, 
Pendleton was apprenticed at the age 
of 14, to Col. Benjamin Moore, the 
clerk of court for Caroline County. 
In this practical school of experience 
Pendleton learned of law and govern­ 
ment, processing wills, deeds, bonds 
and all manner of court pleadings. He 
gained such a reputation for industry 
and efficiency that by 16 he was clerk 
of the vestry of St. Mary’s Parish. 
Then he became clerk of the county 
court. 
But clerking wasn’t good enough for 
the amibitious youth. He wanted to be 
a lawyer, or maybe even a judge. So he 
began studying law from the few books 
available at the courthouse. 
Finding himself frustrated by the 
Latin phrases, he enrolled in a Latin 
school for three months until he knew 
enough to continue on his own. By the 
time he passed the bar, it was said, 
“ few were able to translate Latin more 
correctly.” 
At the age 21 he was licensed to 
practice in the colony's lower courts 
and began building a practice and a 
comfortable life. Then his young wife 
of less than a year died delivering a 
stillborn child. Although he would 
remarry in a matter of months, there 
would be no other children. 


To escape his grief, Pendleton threw 
himself into his work, confirming a 
lifelong pattern. A colleague in 
government once said “ labour was his 
delight.” 
Still in his 20s, he became one of the 
foremost lawyers in the territory and 
was licensed to practice in the general 
court, the colony’s highest. Like most 
ambitious men of the time, Pendleton 
also invested in land, building up a 
profitable plantation and speculating 
in the west. 
The young lawyer-planter accepted 
all the civic responsibilities which 
went with his new station. He was a 
devoted member of the established 
Anglican Church and served as ves­ 
tryman. 
At 30, Pendleton was made county 
justice, and the next year he was 
elected to the Virginia House of 
Burgesses. He never lost an election 
and remained a member of the colo­ 
nial legislature until it was replaced by 
a new government of his own making. 
As member of a committee to 
protest the hard-money demands of 
London merchants, Pendleton helped 
voice one of the earliest defenses of 
colonial rights. While the committee 
acknowledged American dependence, 
it insisted this was “ not the in­ 
dependence of a people subjugated by 
the arms of conqueror, but of sons sent 
out to explore and settle a new world, 
for the mutual benefit of themselves 
and their common parent.” 
Pendleton often found himself in­ 
volved in writing protests, not from 
any love of dissent, but because he 
could be counted on to keep things 
within reasonable bounds. 
His style was sober and intellectual. 
He opposed those who wanted to deter 
a stamp tax for the colonies with vio­ 
lence, and he disapproved of the in- 
flam atory resolves promoted by 
Patrick Henry’s oratory. But he in­ 
sisted on American rights. 
Pendleton also opposed Henry when 
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an appeal to “ liberty or death” led 
Virginia to mobilize two regiments of 
m ilitia. Why, he asked should Virginia 
affront England with a show of force 
when the purpose of real defense 
already was being served by men 
arming and drilling all over the colony 
on a less formal basis? 
And why the haste to confront the 
world’s mightiest empire without first 
lining up foreign alies? 
Although he lost the debate to Henry, 
Pendleton accepted his duty and led 
the committee which was to put 
Virginia in a state of defense. 
But Pendleton was to have the last 
word in the summer of 1776 when 
Virginia gathered In convention to 
decide her destiny. Would she claim 
her independence alone or with the 
other colonies? 
The conservatives breathed relief 
when Pendleton was elected president. 
But this time it was Henry who was 
reluctant, who wanted foreign allies 
first. 
After two days of debate a com­ 
promise resolution emerged from the 
convention. Pendleton, the con­ 
servative who had opposed Henry's 
radicalism, was its author and the first 
author of a declaration of American 
independence. 
The resolution of May 15, 1776 in­ 
structed the Virginia delegates in 
Congress to propose that the 13 united 
colonies declare their independence 
and form a national government. 
It also called for a written state 
constitution and a declaration of rights 
to spell out and guarantee freedom. 
Under Pendleton’s guidance, these 
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were accomplished 
“ When the dispute with Britain 
began,” he recalled later in life, “ a 
redress of grievances, and not a 
revolution of government was my 
wish. In this I was firm, but tem­ 
perate ; and whilst I was endeavouring 
to raise the spirit of the timid to a 
general united opposition by stating to 


the uninformed the real merits of the 
dispute, I opposed and endeavoured to 
moderate the violent and fiery, who 
were plunging us into rash measures, 
and had the happiness to find a 
majority of aU the public bodies 
confirming my sentiments. Which, I 
believe, was the comer stone of our 
success."

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Medical 
authorities have launched a massive 
search for 10,000 persons in the greater 
Pittsburgh area who were exposed to 
possibly cancer-causing radiation 
treatments more than 20 years ago. 
In announcing the search at a news 
conference Wednesday, officials said 
the group covers persons who un­ 
derwent radiation treatments to shrink 
tonsils, adenoids and the thymus 
gland. Most of them would now be 
between 25 and 40 years old. 
“Out of this 10,000, we can predict 
that about 7 per cent are probably 
harboring a thyroid cancer,” said Dr. 
Robert G. Carroll, assistant professor 
of radiology at the University of Pitt­ 
sburgh. 
Therapeutic irradiation was widely 
accepted between 1930 and 1960 as 
medically safe and effective, Carroll 
said. But recent scientific evidence 
suggests those who received such 
treatment run a higher than normal 
risk of developing thyroid cancer. 
The 10,000 figure represents the 
approximate number of patients 
known to have been treated in 
Allegheny County. 
“We want to emphasize that thyroid 
cancer is the slowest growing and most 
easily cured cancer,” said Carroll. “It 
takes between IO and 30 years to grow 
and the cure rate while it is still in the 
neck is about 95 per cent.” 
Carroll said the treatments under 
question should not be confused with 
diagnostic Xrays, which do not pose 
risks of thyroid abbormallty. 
The search was launched by the 100- 
member Hospital Council of Western 
Pennsylvania and the Allegheny 
County Medical Society. For the 
moment, it will center in the county.

National Catholic Reporter, Bishop 
Gilberto E. Chavez of San Diego says 
“ liberation theology” is not primarily 
concerned with intellectual theories 


but real conditions. 
He says those conditions include 
“ grinding poverty and institutional 
violence” against the poor that “ cry 
out for justice,” 
However, a Catholic priest-so- 
ciologist, the Rev, Andrew Greeley of 
Chicago, says "liberation theology” in 
the views of its proponents does not 
mean freedom but state control of ev­ 
ery aspect of life. 
It spurns traditional freedoms — 
such as rights of political dissent, free 
speech, free press and free opinion as 
“ bankrupt liberal democracy" and 
“ bourgois capitalism,” he writes in the 
Catholic Messenger of Davenport, 
Iowa. 
“ Marxism, of which the liber- 
ationists are so devoutly fond, never 
comes to political power without 
ruthlessly suppressing all opposition,” 
he says. “ Under such regimens, one is 
free, all right, free to do exactly what 
the government wants you to do.” 
On the other side, the Rev. Frank X. 
Riley, a San Ysidro, Calif., priest, 
argues “ liberation theology is mostly 
Biblical theology” and the core of it 
will be around as long as truth en­ 
dures.

The thesis has spread to some 
Christian circles in Europe and Africa, 
and most recently, has become an 
issue among some American theo­ 
logians, some of whom took part late 
last year in a Detroit conference about 
it. 
" liberation theology discounts or 
omits the hard historical lessons," 
says lay Catholic philosopher Michael 
Novak of Bayville, N.Y. He says it is 
"naive about econom ics’’ in its

with 
socialism 
and 
Marxism.” 
Disputing him in the weekly 
National Catholic Reporter, Bishop 
Gilberto E. Chavez of San Diego says 
"liberation theology" is not primarily 
concerned with intellectual theories 


but real conditions. 
He says those conditions include 
"grinding poverty and institutional 
violence" against the poor that "cry 
out for justice.” 
However, a Catholic priest-so- 
ciologist, the Rev. Andrew Greeley of 
Chicago, says "liberation theology" in 
the views of its proponents does not 
mean freedom but state control of ev­ 
ery aspect of life. 
It spurns traditional freedoms — 
such as rights of political dissent, free 
speech, free press and free opinion as 
"bankrupt liberal democracy” and 
"bourgois capitalism,” he writes in the 
Catholic Messenger of Davenport, 
Iowa. 
"M arxism , of which the liber­ 
ationists are so devoutly fond, never 
comes to political power without 
ruthlessly suppressing all opposition," 
he says. "Under such regimens, one is 
free, all right, free to do exactly what 
the government wants you to do." 
On the other side, the Rev. Frank X. 
Riley, a San Ysidro, Calif., priest, 
argues "liberation theology is mostly 
Biblical theology” and the core of it 
will be around as long as truth en­ 
dures.

The windfall is called the earned 
inco me credit and under the pro v isio ns 
o f this new tax break indiv iduals co uld 
receiv e inco me tax refund checks fro m 
IRS ev en if they paid no 197 5 federal 
tax es. Or the credit co uld be used to 
reduce any tax es o wed. 
To receiv e the credit, an indiv idual 
must file an inco me tax return. 
‘‘It do es surprise us ho w few peo ple 
are taking adv antag e o f the credit,” an 
IRS spo kesman said.

meat purchased by the Defense De­ 
partment far more expensive than that 
bought by other government in­ 
stitutions. 
Gutmann made the comments in 
testimony prepared for a Senate 
Government 
Operations 
sub­ 
committee’s third dav of bearines into 
a multimillion-dollar military meat 
purchasing scandal. 
The panel is studying allegations 
that officials of two New England 
meat-packing houses sold substandard 
beef to the military while plying Army 
inspectors with bribes, gifts and other 
favors, including prostitutes. 
Also to testify today were Army 
Secretary Martin R. Hoffman and 
Ferdinand Romano, former former 
general manager of the G&G Packing 
Co. of Boston. Romano has been 
granted immunity from prosecution by 
the subcommittee to testify against his 
former employers. 
Gutmann said the GAO, an in­ 
vestigatory wing of Congress, con­ 
cluded that the high price paid by the 
military for beef is a direct result of 
‘‘stringent requirements” that need to 
be eased. 
As an example, he said the Defense 
Department 
and 
the 
Veterans 
Administration both awarded con­ 
tracts for 30,000 pounds of diced beef 
on the same day last October. But he 
said the military paid $1.54 per pound 
and the VA paid $1.12 per pound. 
In another instance, he said, both 
agencies bought approximately the 
same amount of pot roasts, but the 
military paid $1.80 per pound and the 
VA paid $1.19 per pound. 
“ If these differences were ap­ 
plicable to the total defense purchases 
of diced beef and pot roast for fiscal 
year 1975, the Defense Department 
paid an excess $9.4 million for these 
cuts of beef,” Gutmann said. 
Witnesses have told the panel that 
the G&G firm in Boston and Blue- 
Ribbon Frozen Foods of Hamden, 
Conn., were using ungraded and in­ 
ferior cuts of beef to fill Army orders 
for choice steaks and roasts and that 
the Pentagon paid as much as $3.85-a- 
pound for these cuts. 
Panel chairman Lawton Chiles, D- 
Fla., calculated that the meatpackers 
allegedly involved sometimes made up 
to $192,000 a day in illegal profits in 
1974 and 1975. 
In testimony Wednesday, six Army 
officers — from Capt. James O. Flom, 
who headed the Army’s Boston food- 
inspection unit, to Ma]. Gen. Spurgeon 
H. Neel Jr., commander of the Army 
Health Services Command — denied 
knowledge of the alleged bribes, gifts 
and other favors.

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — American 
delegates at the fourth United Nations 
Conference on Trade and Development 
say they want to avoid a blowup that 
could harm President Ford’s cam­ 
paign in the presidential primaries.

“underscore the fact that we cannot go 
any farther than we have already,” 
one representative of the Ford ad­ 
ministration said. 
“We have consulted with Congress 
and have broad congressional sup­ 
port,” this American said. “ But 
Secretary of State Kissinger made it 
clear to ministers in Nairobi that this 
is not just our opening position — this 
is it.” 
Kissinger in his speech to the con­ 
ference last Thursday made what 
appeared to be one major concession 
to the Third-World countries. He of­ 
fered to negotiate a plan for the stock­ 
piling of raw materials to stabilize 
prices.

Innocent 
In Deaths 


CELINA, Ohio (AP) - A man 
pleaded innocent Thursday to charges 
of vehicular homicide and other traffic 
violations stemming from the March 7 
accident in which eight high school 
students were killed. 
John Kremer, 21, of Maria Stein 
entered pleas of innocent to eight 
counts of vehicular homicide and two 
counts of running a stop sign and not 
maintaining clear distance. 
Municipal Court Judge James W. 
Myers said a pretrial conference will 
be set and Kremer will face a jury. No 
dates were scheduled. 


The accident occurred at a rural 
intersection in western Ohio when a 
group of Minster High School students 
in a caravan stopped. 


The teen-agers, who were cel­ 
ebrating a basketball victory, got out 
of their cars to discuss plans to attend 
a party when Kremer’s car drove 
through a stop sign and plowed into the 
group, authorities said. 
The charges were filed against 
Kremer by the Highway Patrol. 
Vehicular homicide, a misdemeanor, 
carries a maximum penalty of six 
months in jail and a $1,000 fine. 
Myers cautioned reporters at the 
court session about their coverage of 
the case, although he said the situation 
is newsworthy. “The more publicity, 
the less chance Kremer has for a fair 
and impartial jury,” the judge said.

have made. This calls for a price- 
stabilizing fund to assemble stockpiles 
of IO basic raw materials that provide 
80 per 'ent of the Third World’s ex­ 
ports. The fund would sell when the 
price of a commodity rose and buy 
when it fell. 
The fund would be administered by 
an international agency, possibly 
UNCTAD, and the voting majority 
would held by Third-World members. 
U.S. delegates said this would mean a 
major shift in control, from the in­ 
dustrial buyers to the producing 
sellers. 
“We think the fund is unnecessary. 
We don’t think there are that many 
commodities that can be stockpiled 
physically,” said Paul Boeker, a U.S 
deputy assistant secretary of state. 
The United States is urging an ex­ 
tension to other commodities of the 


one-thing-at-a-time bargaining that 
has produced individual pricing 
agreements on tin, coffee and cocoa. 
French Finance Minister Jean 
Pierre Fourcade suggested a com­ 
promise: individual agreements on 
several commodities be drawn up 
during the next two years, with a cen­ 
tral coordinating fund to be created 
later. He urged that new commodity 
arrangements be kept within the 
framework of the World Bank, in 
which the industrial nations hold 
voting control. 
But other delegates reported that 
seven nations, including six oil 
producers, might not wait for an 
agreement and pledge a total of $300 
million to the commodity stockpile 
fund. The idea would be to bypass tin* 
UNCTAD debate and put pressure on 
the industrial nations to accept the

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New Fighting 
Threatened 
In Lebanon

Palestinian guerrilla factions headed 
by Yasir Arafat threatened today to 
take up arms against Syrian President 
Hafez Assad’s forces in Lebanon. 
Arafat’s high command charged 
regular Syrian troops shelled and 
rocketed leftist strongholds in Beirut. 
Meanwhile, Syrian-controlled Pale­ 
stinians in Tripoli, Lebanon’s second 
largest city, continued their attacks on 
leftist Ijebanese Moslem militiamen 
for the fifth day. 
“ Bodies 
of 
victim s 
are 
still 
unrecovered from the streets,” a 
police spokesman reported. “ There 
are even coffins left on sidewalks 
because continued fighting interrupted 
funeral processions for those killed in 
the last four days.” 
The spokesman said at least 67 
persons were killed and 119 wounded 
during the night on all fronts, raising 
the estimated toll in the 13-month-old 
civil war to 18,600 dead. 
"The Palestinian Command asserts 
it stands fast in one trench with 
Lebanon's nationalist movement 
against any attempt to liquidate or 
domesticate it,” said a statement is­ 
sued after an eight-hour meeting of 
Arafat and the commanders of the 
factions in his guerrilla movement. 
“ The Palestinian Command urges 
brothers in the Syrian leadership to 
reconsider their policies and head off 
bloody strife between Syria on the one 
hand and the Palestinian revolution 
and 
the 
Nationalist 
Lebanese 
Movement on the other.”
